Ing up and with his usual optimism stated 
he was certain the Wisconsin taxpayer 
would agree the services they provide are 
necessary. But he was no more specific 
about how the revenues would be raised 
than he was in the campaign. 


He flatly told the legislature that no 


general sales tax would be enacted while 
he is governor, and the Republican major- 
ity among the lawmakers did not have to 
be reminded that they Ao not have the 
votes to pass one over his veto. He said 
the money would come "from the pockets 
of our citizens." 


The governor did not mention the pres- 


ent selective sales tax law, probably be- 
cause it is also obvious his party does not 


have the votes to repeal it. But he will 
recommend that any additional revenues 
which will be needed come through income 
tax increases. 


What he said or did not say, however, 


was not as important as the way he said it. 
He left no room for compromise. In fact 
he threw down a gauntlet to the Republi- 
can majority in the legislature, and follow- 
ing closely on his appointment of Socialist 
Frank Zeidler as director of the Depart- 
ment of Resource Development last week, 
it was not calculated to soothe the oppo- 
sition. 


Detailed messages to the legislature will 


follow soon on specific subjects, as well as 
on the over-all executive budget, but it is 
safe to predict that the legislature won't 
rush to promote any of them until the 
governor submits his tax program. Then 
the battle will be joined, and at this mo- 
ment it looks like an interminable one. 


De Gaulle's Nuclear Stand 


The refusal of France to accept the 


United States Polaris missiles may cause 
us to rephrase the old question to "with 
our Allies, who needs enemies'"' France's 
insistence upon providing its own nuclear 
force has nothing to do with trying to make 
things easier for the American taxpayer. 
It is simply a means of putting pressure 
upon the United States to try to guarantee 
that we don't pull out of Europe in case of 
a Soviet attack. 


It is impossible for France to create 


enough of a nuclear force to repel any 
serious Russian attack by either nuclear 
or conventional forces. England, at con- 
siderable sacrifice, built up some atomic 
weapons estimated at perhaps 3 per cent 
of that in working order m Europe. It is 
doubtful that France can provide any more. 
And of course it is the presence of United 
States strength that gives France the op- 
portunity t/) build its own A-force just as 
it was the presence of American troops in 
Europe which protected France's back door 
while most of its military was still trying 
to put down the "revolt" in Algeria. 


The French insistence on its own nu- 


clear force, even though it will obviously 
be of negligible importance in either deter- 


ring or repelling any Communist attack, is 
not merely a matter of French honor and 
pride. The French and other Europeans 
fear that the United States might abandon 
that continent to Russian occupation rather 
than use nuclear devices and risk provok- 
ing nuclear attack upon American cities. 
A French atom force is merely a trigger 
which it can pull to force the use of Ameri- 
can nuclear strength. It is also a device, in 
effect pointed at our head, to help the 
French in future bargaining. 


We cannot completely blame de Gaulle 


and his compatriots for their concern. Our 
refusal to "bomb beyond the Yalu" and 
permission for the partition of Korea tie- 
cause we feared the Korean war might ex- 
plode into something bigger set the stage 
for the French action. The United States 
has always backed away from war until we 
were actually attacked. Europeans fear, 
and with some justification, that we might 
permit Russian occupation of Europe while 
we made efforts to negotiate. Haven't we 
permitted 
a 
Communist 
occupation of 


Cuba? 


Nevertheless the French decision is dis- 


appointing. It means a serious setback to 
the idea of a multinational nuclear force as 
proposed by President Kennedy. 


Next Battleground - Alabama 


The next trouble spot over desegrega- 


tion is not difficult to spot. The new gov- 
ernor of Alabama, George Wallace, took 


office with the battle cry "segregation 
forever," and practically declared war on 
the federal povernmrnl 


He appealed to fellow southerners to 


"rise to the call of freedom-loving blood 
that is m us and send our answer to the 
tyranny that clanks its chains upon the 
touth. Let us send this message back to 
Washington," he cried, "that from this day 
we are standing up, and the heel of tyranny 
does not fit the neck of an upright man . . . 


that from this day . . . from this hour . . . 
from this minute . . . we give the word 
of a race of honor that we will tolerate 
their boot in our face no longer . . . and 
let those certain (federal) judges put that 
in their opium pipes of power and smoke 
it for what it is worth." 


Gov Wallace will have his metal tested 


soon. Negroes have applied for admission 
to the white University of Alabama. In Bir- 
mingham a suit is pending to desegregate 
city schools. 


And with this kind of leadership in 


Alabama trouble is unavoidable. Who has 
really been smoking the opium pipe?

There are flat aids and equal- 


ized aids, sir.ce by definition 
they have no relation to the fi- 
nancial capacity of the local dis- 
trict and are merely gifts, in ef- 
fect. Perhaps the reason is that 
no legislature ever likes to pass 


aa aid program without 


thing to everybody. 


Then arc al*o equalization 


aids, figtnd oa the rtiatwa o.' 
the local schoal load aad local 
taxing capacity. That theoretical 
basis has wide support aad prob- 
ably will never be abandoned. 
But question* are arising about 
the application of the formula. 
As time passes, virtually every 
district comes within the eqnaU- 
tation umbrealla. which makes 
the system merely a business 
of exchanging tax dollars. 


As it happens, the state is BOW 


paying something between a fifth 
and a fourth of the total school 
tax bill of the state — with dif- 
ferences in ratio between locali- 
ties. But that is an accidental 
ratio. What should the percent* 
age be? Nobody has ever said, 
least of all the legislature. It 
has been a makeshift business, 
according to the ebb and flow of 
taxation yields, and the political 
circumstances prevailing at tha 
capitol. Two years ago, for ex- 
ample, it was perfectly plain that 
the Republican legislature was

fund to compromise Oov. Nelson, 
who was in political trouble.
